BACKGROUND INFORMATION: The expansion project at the White Siough Wastewater Treatment Plant (the
Plant), currently in the design phase, will increase the electric capacity
reguirements from 800 kKW to approximately 2500 kW. The plant has two

independent electric services from different sources on the PG&E distribution system. One source is the normail
supply and the other is a standby emergency scurce. PG&E is the wheeling agency for the eiectric capagcity and
energy required at the plant and therefore must have facilities capable of wheeling this capacity and energy in
accordance with the apprepriate tarff.  The System Impact and Facilities Study (the Study) will identify any and all
impacts and deficiencies from the load increase on the PG&E system as well as the associated costs to mitigate such
deficiencies.

The Study is estimated at $10,000. However, PG&E will bill the City actual costs and therefore, 1t is possible that the
cost may be higher.

The Study will be utilized to evaluate the electric supply costs associated with the plant expansion as well as possible
alternate energy supoly aptions.
